EIGHT PERSONS: INSTANTLY KILLED’ 
Gasoline Explodes in a Cellar of a Store— 


The BaPding Wrecked— Horrible 
Tales of Suffering. 


Sr, Lovrs, November 1.—A “flash, jfollowed 
‘by a dull roar, and then the crash of wails, 
convulsed the center of this city at 2 o'clock 
‘this morning. and the clatter that followed 
carried a rumor of a horrible calamity that 
jhad befallen three families while wrapped in 
Slumber.. An explosion of gasoline in the rear 
of the cellar of Michael Newman's grocery 
store, No. 13 South Fourteenth street, had 
lifted the two-story buiiding from its founda- 
tion and dropped it back again ina mass, be- 
neath which were buried over a dozen persons.

The explosion had searcely wrecked the 
place before a devastating fire swept through 
the ruins. Aid was quickly on the scene, but 
in such confusion that the horror seemed to 
increase with their efforts to relieve the im. 


prisoned vietims. 

The people of the neighborhood, dumb- 
founded, many bruised, and none in their nor- 
mail state, ram about the streets seeking friends 


demanding @xplanations or moaning from 
bruises. The heat of the flames that had 
swept down upon the ruins baffled the efforts 
of the fremen, who had begun the first sys_ 
tematic work and for a few minutes bid fair to 


spread to adjoining property. But the good 
work won and then began a search for the 


dead. 

The store was on the corner of an alley run- 
ning through from Fourteenth to Targee street 
and was the north room of the building cover- 
ing No. 2,7, 9 and 11, Fourteenth street. The 
building, a two-story brick, was completed but 
a short time ago and only one store room was 
occupied. Mr. Newman and his family of 
seven, lived over the store. The force of the 
explosion was terrific. The entire block of 
buildings north of and across the alley 
irom the building in which the 
explosion took plate were gutted by the 
blast. The Newman block which was crushed 
jn was covered by a roof, which had settled 
‘down epon the ruins. and formed a barrier 
through which the rescuers had to cut a way. 
‘Beams and walls impeded progress, and the 
threatening walls overhung, ready to crush the 
gallant men who pressed to the spot where 
ealis for help directed them. The roof was 
@00n removed, aud in the debris was reyealed

of the groceryman’s family. Two girls, New- 
rmnan’s daughters, were first removed. Mamie, 
nineteen years of age, was still alive, but 
auapeied from the timbers and charred by tire 
fire, she was beyond hope of recovery. Her 
sister Nellie, a girl of fifteen years, moaned 
piteously for her sister. For the half hour that 
these two had been imprisoned, their efforts 
dhad been to draw near each other when they 
saw that escape was impossible. Neither can 
survive. 

The rest of the Newman family were dead. | 
Some sat upright and others were doubled in | 
their beds. Life had evidently fled while they 
were wrapt in slumber. In the same building | 
over tlie store, room No. 9,lives Charles Devere, | 
traveling salesman, and his wife. Visiting 
them was Miss Haitie Brown, of Columbus, 
Ky.

: MIRACULOUSLY ESCAPED DEATH, 

Sle is the only person who passed through 
the horrible peor and lives to tell the story of 
the escape. She awoke to find herself buried 
beneath heavy timbers, somewhere against the 
wal!—she was unable to tell—where she was 
thrown, but when her eyes opened she beheld 
a thrilling scene that had all the effects of a 
horrible dream. 

On one side a wall of fire reached to the sky, 
while crashing timbers and the clatter of iron 
caused a storm of dangerous missiles to fly 
about her head. The screams of those in ad 
joining buildings rangin her ears, and as she 
realized her situation she almost fainted, but 
nerved to the last desperate struggle by the 
groans of the dying, she essayed to escape, but 
‘found her efforts baffled at every turn. She 
was firmly pinned by a beam across her thigh 
and an iron red over one ankle. She could not 
teli what means she employed to get out, but 
as she twisted and struggled in vain, the fire 
‘was 8 towards her until her long, black 
tresses were scorched and the odor of purning 
meat penetrated her lungs and

Relief appeared hopeless, and just as she 
sank back in dispair, the ruins settled down 
and the overhanging timbers were raised from 
‘her limbs, which were fettered in deadly 
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spared to relieve the sufferers.

The general belief is 
thatescaping gas filled the cellar, and that 
Newman kept a quantity of kerosene oil and 
gasoline in the cellar near where the explosion 
evidently took place. The rapid fire aud fumes 
while it burned indicatedthis. The vessel and 
oil, if there wasany, havé been destroyed, and 
the only man that knows is dead. The eseap- 
ing gas theory is supported, however, by the 
store bey, John Bienvue, who sayg that he no- 
ticed, during the afternoon yesterday, a strong 
smell of gas, and before shutting up the store 
for the night, at 7:30 o’elock, he went through 
the building looking for an open burner. He 
did not visitthe cellar. The tremendous force 
of the explosion is the cause of the greatest 
doubt as to this explanation. A great crowd 
lingers about the place, but the work of rescne 
is over. The financial loss will amount to 
about $2,000, divided in small amounts-among 
property owners in the neighborhood. 
RIGHT CORPSES IN THE MORGUE. 

The mangled and burned forms of eight per- 
sous lie in the morgue awaiting burial. he 
scene is horrible and not one of the victims 
but that is bruised and black from contutions 
and flames, and their bodies twisted into ago- 
nizing shapes. Death came in every form; 
life was either crushed out, burned, shocke 
by explosion, or smothered and some never 
awoke to feel the dread, and others lived in 
hope to be rescued by men whose shouts. they 
heard about them. Two other forms lie in the 
hospital lingering between life and death. 
One, Nellie Newman, is able to talk. 


A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


The Story of the Sole Survivor of a Vessel 
That Went Down in the Gale. 

SrurGRON Bay, Wis., November 1.—Up to 
the arrival of the schooner Pomeroy, from Chi- 
cago, which poe through the bay today, it 
was supposed that not a single survivor was 
left of the forty or fifty people on board the

He had been in the water sixty hours, ex- 
posed to the bitter, piercing wind and without 
a bite to eat. When the Pomery discovered 
him ona raft last night, about eight miles from 
Sheboygan—it was clear moonlight —Stone 
was so cold as to be almost helpless, and soe 
weak from hunger that he conld scarcely mote. 
Although siill very weak from the effects of 
his awful experience, Stone was able to make 
a — statement of the never-to-be-forgotten 
night. 

“T was awakened in the middie of the 
night,’ he says, ‘‘by the cries of the passen- 
gers and crew that the vessel was sinking. I 
sprang out.of a window and found myself ona 
life raft with six other persons. I cannot say 
now who my companions were.

been far from fifty. We passed through an 
awful night. I think I never saw such a sea 
as that which tossed over the little raft at its 
merey. When daylight came we hoisted a 
signal of distress, using a coat tied to an oar. 
Two vessels passed so near us Saturday that 
they must have seen our signal, yet, for some 
reason, they apparently made no effort to 
reach us. The storm still raged: and_ it 
may be they had all they could do to 
save themselves. One after another of my 
companions perished in the cold or was washed 
off the raft when they became too numb with 
cold to hold on any longer. We never saw any 
others from the sunken steamer, and .I don’t 
believe any others survived. The vessel went 
down so suddenly that the crew hadn't time to 
mawthe boats.” 

When Stone was picked up there was the 
corpse of one man on the raft with him, the 
other four having perished several hours be, 
fore. Stone says this man was one of the crew-

A Shut Down by the Great Of! Monopoly of 
the Country. 

PrrTsBpuRG, Fa., November 1.—Concerning 
the great shut down movement of the oil pre- 
ducers which goes into effect today, the Oil 
City Derrick this morning says: 

“The most important deal ever consummated fn 
the history of the oil busitvess was brouc lt to a head 
atalate hour last bight) The executive and ad- 
visory boards of the Producers’ Protective associa 
tion held two sessions at Arlington yesterday after- 
noon and last night and a great shut down move- 
ment was completed in every detat!, and shut down 
or shut in, will gointo effect today.” 

The Derrick makes the announcement, by 
authority of the two boards, that the contracts 
contemplate the shutting in for one year of one 
half the production, based on the gauges of 
wells during July and August; the entire 
stoppage of drill for the same length of time; 
no glycerine isto be used in the same time, 
and no wells aré to be cleaned out. The gen- 
eral feature of plan is that tle Standard Oil 
company has set five million barrels of oil at 
sixty-two cents a barrel, the profits on this to 
be divided among those producers who shut in 
their wells and comply with all terms of the 
contracts. In addition to this the Standard 
and producers have made 2 poolof two million 
barrels, the profits accruing from which is to 
create a wage fund for laboring men thrown 
outofemployment. —_

FEVER AT SANFORD. 
A Rigid Cearaee. wee Against the 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 1.—Two 
deaths from fever under suspicious cireum- 
stances yesterday in Sanford, induced the 
Duval county board of health to send Dr. 
Daniel, a yellow fever expert, down there last 
night on a spécial train to ascertain the facts 
and report them. Dr. Daniel returned this 
afternoon and made an official report to the 
board of health, in which he says that no relia- 
ble diagnosis could be obtained, but adds: 

‘*There is undoubtedly room for. graye ap- 
prehension under all the circumstances, and I 
am very Ssure fthe autliorities of Sanford are 
im in regard to the matter themselves.”’

county board of health has declared a rigid 
quarantine against Sanford. Trains. will not 
be allowed to run into the latter city, but will 
stop some miles out and be met there by trains 
from Sanford bringing the mails and through 
passengers. Through passen will not 
aTlowed to come to Jac ville, but will be 
transferred at the junction eutside of the cit 
limits to roads leading north. Sanford is 1 
miles from Jacksonville by rail and 200 
by river. The weatheris cool, and there wasa 
heavy frost this morning. There are no fears 
of a spre:.d of the disease. 

There were only four new cases of yellow 
fever at Tampa today and two deaths. very 
slight frost-is reported there. Fifteen persons 
have been discharged from the hospital since 
the last report. Father Swemburgh, the Cath- 
olic priest who took the place of Father Peter- 
man, who died last week, has also died. Itis 
believed the worst is over.

THE HISTORY 
of this old jail contains some lively incidents. 
Since its erection it has been under guard; at 
four different times it was threatened with 
assault for the liberation of prisoners, 

The first riot, which was kept down by 
Mayor Obear’s precautions, occurred on an oc- 
easion when a negro, accused 6f attempt to 
rape a white lady, was confined in there, and 
the yoting menof the town assembled and 
menaced the prison. He was saved by Mayor 
Obear removing him to Milledgeville at three 
o'clock in the morning. . 

The second occasion was when a Jew killed 
a negro on Third street anda large crowd of 
megroes surrounded the jail, and Mayor 
Obear placed a strong guard of policemen 
in the jail, armed with fifteen shots each, and 
by harangueing them from a pile of goods 
bexes he got them to disperse at 
midnight. The Jew got out on bail and was 
never tried. The third time was when three 
negroes, Gorman, Jenkins and Whitehurst, 
robbed Sheffield’s store on Vineville branch 
and mortally wounded the proprietor. Officers 
Jim Simpson and Pridgeon arrested them on 
suspicion, carried them before Sheftield, who 
identified them before he died, Dr. Notting- 
ham attesting to the fact that the dying man 
was in his right mind. 

A big negro convention was in session at the 
time, and the excitement grew so intense that 
Mayor Obear placed policemen on the con- 
tiguous corners and allowed no one to ap- 
proach the jail. 

SIX NECKS WERE BROKEN 

in the old jai) yard, three of them being these 
murderers. The last time the jail was under 
guard was after the Eastman rioters had been 
escorted there by the Macon Volunteers and 
placed in jail, the Volunteers guarding them 
until apprehensions were allayed. The other 
three malefactors hanged there were a yankee 
soldier named Morris, who killed his captain, 
on Walnut street, and Musgrove, a Lee county 
man, who waylaid and shot a federal soldier 
and was hanged by the garrison commander's 
Jers-just after the war. 

The fast execution was for burglarv. The 
burglar was a negro named Elias Brunson. He 
was in the other jail when the federal troops 
entered the city on Thursday, the night before 
he was to be hanged, burned the jai! and liber- 
ated Brunson and others. 

Brunson joined the federal army, put on a 
gay uniform and with a muskét in his hands 
marched into the city along with the other sol- 
diers. Captain Simpson and others recognized 
him, captured him, and in spite of the fact 
he presented his bayonet, he was overpowered, 
and the federal soldiers assisted in conducting 
him to jail. 

From the old jail that was sold today he 
afterward escaped, but after commiting nu- 
merous burglaries, he was again captured, re- 
tried and hanged in the old jail yard.

A Great Mistake. 

The Rey. Dr. Josiah Strong, of Cincin- 
nati, is at it again. 

In the eyes of Dr. Strong the foreigners 
residing in this country are the enemies of 
society and religion. A book written by 
the doctor on this line has doubtless been 
seen by many of our readers. This book 
has already done much to shape the opin- 
ions of the prejudiced and misinformed.

The Terrible Disease as It Has Existed in 


Louisiana, 


- From Harper's Magazine. 


Mr. Ely and the priest lodged in the house of one 
of the petits habitants. In the evening, when they 
were alone, the subject of leprosy came up. 

“We hear at the north,” said Mr. Ely, “vague ac- 
counts of the Terre des Lepreux, which is said to be 
somewhere in Louisiana. What truth is there in 
them?” 

“They aro no doubt greatly exaggerated,’’ said 
Faiher Nedaud. “A spurious leprosy, elephantisis, 
was socommon among th> negroes under the Span- 
ish domination that Governor Miro founded a hos- 
pital for lepers near New Orleans, on the bayou St. 
John. It has been gone these many years, and 
Lepers’ Land is now built up with pretty houses, It 
was in the suburb, Treme,”’ 

“The disease is extinct, then?” 

‘There were some cases of genuine Asiatic leprosy 
near Abbeville, iu this parish, about twenty years 
ago, An old creole lady was the first. Her father 
doubtless brought the terrible taint in his blood 
from France. When the white scales appeared in 
her face her husband and family fled from her. 
There was a young girl, daughter of M’sieu Dubois, 
who went to her and nursed her alone during the 
three yearsin which she fought with death. An- 
other of God’s servants, m’sien! Four of this old 
woman’s children, who deserted her, became lepers. 
The young girl who had nursed her, after she died, 
married a young fermier, and lived happily in her 
little cabin with her husband and pretty baby. But 
one day a shining white spot appeared on her fore- 
head. That wag the end.” 

“She died?’’ 

*‘M’sieu. after four years. There is no cure. It 
surely does not matter to her now by what road God 
called her to Him. There haye been since then no 
lepers in this parish except in these tainted fami- 
lies. Thereal Terre des Lepreux in Louisiana is 
now on the lower Lafourche, below Harang’s canal. 
The bayou there is turbid and foul; it flows through 
malarious swamps lower than itself. The creole 
planters there are honest and temperate folks, but 
they are wretchedly poor. They raise only rice,and 
live on it and fish. The wet rice fields come up to 
the very doors of their cabins.. The leprosy 
which certain families among them have inherited 
is developed by these conditions, Five years ago 
Professor Joseph Jones, president of the state board 
of health, went himself with his son to explore the 
cypress Swamps and lagoons of the lower Lafourche. 
M’Sien, it is the region of the shadow ofdeath. He 
found many poor lepers hiding there. They were as 
dead men who walk and talk. They could handle 
burning coals; they felt no longer co'd nor heat nor 
pain,. Their bodies were as corpses. One man lived 
aloue in a hut, thatched with palmettoes, which he 
had built for himse)f, eating only the rice which he 
had planted. Noman nor woman had come near 
him for years. The Terre des Lepreux extends as 
far as Cheniere Cami:ada, where the bayou empties 
into the gulf.’’ 

Mr. Ely remained silent, though a torrent of angry 
queries rushed to Gis lips. Why was nothing done 
to mitigate the horrors of sueh a life-in-death? How 
could this priest, a man of God, so calmly discuss 
these poor accursed creatures from his sa’e, com- 
fortable point of vantage, jogging on his easy going 
marefrom’one farm to another?

A Thunder-Stone, 
From. the New Crleans Picayune. 

Among the interesting objects now on exhi- 
bition inthe Texas state fair at Dallas isa large 
aerolite or meteoric stone which was found in 
the country of the Comanche Indiansin 1858 by 
Prof, A. R. Roessler, then state geologist of Texas. 
The Indians knew from tradition that had come 
down to them from an extremely early period that 
this was a “‘thunder-sioue’’ which had fallen from 
the skies, and they regarded it with great rever- 
enceand wonder and were accustomed to visit it 
where it lay partially buried in the earth to whet 
their knives and arrow points upon its sides, be- 
lieving that their weapons.thereby acquired some 
celestial or mazic powers. An analysis of its com- 
position made by Dr. W. Riddell, chemist of the 
geolegical survey, shOws it to consist in parts: Iron 
88.78, nickel 10.78. cobalt 10 54, and the remainder 
bronzte. which con‘a'ns silica, alumina, protoxide 
of iron, protoxide of manganese and traces of mag- 
nesia, soda, potash and chromium. The stone is ex- 
ceedingly hard and takes a fine polish.

REVERSING THE FORMER DECISION 


The Question of Retailing Passed Upon—t¢ 
is Not the Drinking that is Prohip- 
ited—The Court's Views,

The supreme court of Georgia announced its - 


decision yesterday morning in 
tant case. : 
It was the case of Bieser vs. the state, one 
of the most famous cases gtowing out of the 
enforcement of the prohibition act. 
In February last John C. Bieser was tried in 
the city court before Judge Howard Van FE 


upon a charge of violating the prohibition act 
by selling. wine by retail to be drank on the 
premises. The testimony was to the effect. 
that Bieser had sold @ quart bottle of wine to 
acustomer and had loaned to this customer 
glasses, from which he and his friends drank 
the wine in Bieser’s place. 

The prosecution charged that this was sell. 
ing in a barroom by retail as contemplated by 
the statutes. 

In his charge to the jury, Judge Van ¥F 
held that allowing the nda to drink wine. 
ou the premises made the seller a retailer. Mr. 
Bieser was convicted and sentenced to pay q 
fine of $1,000. The fine was subsequently 
commuted to $300. 

The case was carried up to the supreme 
court, and on yesterday that court reversed the 
decision of the @ourt below. 

Mr. Justice Blandford delivered the opinion 
of the court. In commenting upon the 8th 
section of the general local option law under 
which this action was brought, hesaid: “This 
section provides, that nothing in this act shalt 
be so construed as to prevent the manufacture, 
sale and use of domestic wines or cider or the 
sale of wines for sacramental pu : pro- 
vided such wines or cider shall not be sold. in 
the barrooms by retail. Whatis a bar room? 
A bar rcom is a place where liquors are sold at 
retail. The intention of the act was to pre 
hibit the sale of wine there by retail. 

“What isthe meaning of retail? Section 
1424 of the code defines the sale of liquor in 

uantities less than one quart as retailing. 

rhe act of 1884 does not constitute the sale of 
liquor in uantities less than one 
gallon retailing. It merely provides 
that one who sells in quanti- 
ties less than a gallon and not less than a 
quart, shall obtain a license in the same way 
as persons who sell in quantities less than one 
quart, but it does not make him a retailer. 

‘That act amends section 1419 of the code . 
prescribing the manner of obtaining license, 
and the oath to be taken. Tosell in quanti- 
ties less than one quartis retailing; in quan~ 
tities more than one quart is not. tt was the 
sale by retail and not the drinkingon the 
premises that is prohibited. The court below 
is therefore, reversed. 

Messrs. R. B. Barnes and Gartrell & Ladsom 
represented Bieser, while solicitor of the city 
court, Howell Glenn, appeared for the state.

Speeches Made by Messra. Goodwin, Pledger, 
Colville, Mitchell and Kent—Jeff Davis 
Cheered—Some Very Lively Talks, 
icceeteneenemiieeememmenmeenemnen aed 

There must have been at least two thousand 
people at the meeting of the anti-prohibition- 
ists in the basement of the county courthouse 
Jast night. The courtroom, which holds about 
fifteen hundred, was densely packed and the 
lobbies and jury rooms were crowded. In this 
crowd there were, perhaps, fire hundred col- 
ored people. A number of ladies who were 
desirous of hearing the speeches went away 
on account of the crowded condition of the 
building. 

Colonel Brandt presided over the meeting 
and introduced the speakers. 

The meeting was advertised to begin at 7:30 
o'clock, but it was nearly 8 before Colonel 
Brandt could call the gathering to order in a 
short speech. .He said that it did his heart 
good to see before him‘such a throng of liberty- 
loving citizens who had come together to pro- 
test against the re-enactment of a law which 
the experience of the past two years had 
clearly proved_to be a failure. Several earnest, 
able champions of the cause of personal lib- 
erty would, he said, make addresses upon va- 
rious phases of the issue. He introduced as 
the first speaker a man in whom all parties 
and all classes of citizens placed the most im- 
plicit confidence ; a man that had been tested 
and had never shirked any responsibility nor 
evaded any duty. He bespoke for him the 
most considerate attention of the vast audi- 
ence. The audience indulged in the wildest 
cheering as Mr. Goodwin’s name was men- 
tioned, and as he approached the front of the 
Stage the applause was vociferou. ®

MR. GOODWIN’S REMARKS. 

“This question of prohibition,’ began the 
speaker, “‘has been discussed for the past two 
years. I now approach the discussion of the 
question with the desireand purpose to pre- 
sent the issues fairly and argue calmly’ It 
would have been more comfortable for me to 
have refrained from taking any active part in 
this contest, but I cannot fail to do so, enter- 
oe views and the decided opinion I 
do. is isa great question. It isone which 
affects the personal liberty of the citizen and 
the welfare of the whole country. I have my 
positive views and convictions and I refuse to 
yield to the views of any men or 
set of men. [fApplause.}] I shall ever 
be found advocating what I believe to be 
right, regardless of denunciation from any 
body. [Loud cheering.] When this question 
was last presented it was a new question. It 
had not then been tried, and it was problem- 
atic whether it would work good or injuryjto 
the city. Butthe question has been given a 

ractical trial, and vou all know whether it 

as succeeded or failed. [It has failed, yelled 
a score of throats.}| You all can now answer, 
has prohibition proved a good thing? ime:

Mr. Eugene M. Mitchell made areally elo- 
quent speech. His argument was directed 
mainly to the personal liberty phase of the 
subject and the unconstitutionality of sumptu- 
ary laws and the im ibility of enforcing 
them. He elaborated these points with singa- 
lax clearness. Some of his flights evoked the 
wildest enthusiasm. Despite the lateness of 
the hour Mr. Mitchell commanded the closest 
attention of the entire audience. 

The last. speaker was Mr. D. W. Kent, the 
young mechanic of opera house notoriety. He 
was loudly ealled for and responded in a plain, 
practical talk. His remarks were directed 
more particularly to the working people, who 
applauded loudly. He told about the abuses 
which had flown from the enforcement of the 
law and instanced several cases where the offi- 
cers had illegally detained innocent: persons. 
He declared that any laboring man would be 
foolish to yote to perpetuate a law which de- 
prives them of liberty and prevents them from 
eating and drinking what they please. During 
his speech the cold increased and the audience 
gradually diminished. He made a good im- 
pression upon the audience and was liberally 


to prevent it. They saw how many young 
men were drinking to excess and going down 
toruin. Well, the law was passed and we 
have had two years’ trial of prohibition, and 
the young bloods still drink. [Great cheering 
and laughter.] I now realize that this hall . 
too small, I see the necessity of a much larger 
hall to seat those who knoW that prohibition’ 
has not been a success.

against the ceiling. The speaker explained 
how Mr. Davis had defined his views touch- 
ing sumptuary laws and had taken an un- 
equivocal stand against prohibition as running 
counter to the genius of the constitution and 
menacing the inalienable che oh of every free- 
man. Some of the colored men seemed im- 
patient at this part of the speech and one of 
them said something about Jeff Davis trying 
to keep them in bondage. ‘Yes,’’ remarkec 
Mr. Goodwin, ‘but now that he is advocating 
your freedom, Why should you not follow his 
steps?” [We will, we will,” cried a dozen 
negroes.} Then let me _ tell you about 
another great man, one of the best and 
greatest men this country has ever produced, 
the man that broke the bonds that held you in 
slavery—Abraham Lincoln. [Vociferous ap- 
em Heand Jefferson Davis stood on 
precisely the same platform with regard to 
this question.

When the Gate City street railroad was le- 
ing organized, the city council determined to 
do what it could to aid the new company. 

The finance committee of the council sub 
mitted the following -report, which was 
adopted :

amize their track and three feet on each side, and 
kc e » it in good order, to conform to the streets, as it 
is,: riothe grade when given, and ot erwise to 
comply with ordinances now of foree or inet may 
hereaft ‘r be adopted relaiive tothe Atlanta street 
Railroad company, or of the said Gate City company, 

Later it was determined to pave Wheat 
street, one of the streets upon which the lines 
of the railroad lay, with rubble stone instead of 
macadamizing it. The company agreed to 
pave the space between the tracks with the 
rubble stone, but refused to pav® the three 
feetateach side. The city, therefore paved 
this three feet on each side and issued afi. fa. 
against the company for the amount. 

The company eontested the claim and upon 
the trial before Judge Richard H. Clark, the 
company won. The case was appealed to the 
supreme court and on yesterday morning 
Justice Blandford announced the deckelces of 
that court which reverses the decision of the 
court belowe 

It was held that the street railroad company 
was required to comply with such ordinances

subject is nnconstitutional because it is differ- 
ent subject matter fromthat contained in the 
title of the act, was not sustained. 

“But the city has no right to improve a pri- 
vate citizen or a corporation to death,’’ said 
Judge Blanford. 

“While the city may exercise its legislative 
discretion as to when the improvement shall 
be made and the material with which it may 
be made, yet if this power be exercised in an 
arbitrary manner and without sufficient reason 
mm & proper case, the jury may consider the 
necessity for the improvement or its unreason- 
ableness, or whether the improvement is to be 
made out of such costly materials as may re- 
sult to the great injury of the citizens owning 
property along the street.”’
